LACK OF INTEREST AND SUPPORT SEVERELY CEN- 
SURED BY REV. DR. BARCLAY — APPROACHING 
CAMPAIGN WILL BE SUPREME TEST 
OF CITY'S APPRECIATION 
McCILL'S FUTURE 




At the Canadian Club banquet on 
Monday, Dr. Barclay made a stir- 
ring appeal on behalf of McGill Uni- 
versity, lie made reference to the 
big campaign for funds which is about 
to be inaugurated nt the University, 
and called upon the citizens of Moat- 
real to show some sort of apprecia- 
tion of the valuable asset which hith- 
erto they have most shamefully ne- 
glected.

CONFERENCE AT BELLEVILLE 



It is an Interesting scene that pre- 
sents itself to a citizen of Belleville 
standing on a certain street corner 
of his native town shortly after the 
rive o'clock train comes in.
